Spring  Blossoming  Bulbs 

Plant  any  time  between  September  first  and  freezing 
time.  Plant  Tulips  4  inches  deep  and  4  to  6  inches  apart. 

Bulbs  should  be  lifted  every  second  or  third  year, 
divided  and  reset,  as  they  increase  rapidly. 


Early  Spring  Tulips 

Blossoming  time  of  these  tulips  is  during  the  month  of 
April.  They  are  particularly  good  for  window  boxes,  as 
the  shorter  stems  and  brilliant  colors  make  possible  a 
good  mass  effect.

Gladiolus 

Gladiolus  take  first  place  in  many  gardens  because  of 
their  splendid  show  outdoors  and  use  as  cut  flowers,  due 
to  their  long  period  of  blooming. 

Plant  from  April  to  June,  4  to  6  inches  apart  and  5 
inches  deep.  Plan  about  90  days  from  planting  to  blooming. 


Take  up  before  frost,  dry  well  and  store  over  winter.
